Submitted herewith is the report of the annual audit 
and examination of the accounts of the Town of Bridge- 
water for the fiscal year ended December 31, 1951, which 
was made by this Division in accordance with the vote 
of the Town. Exhibits as hereafter listed are included 
as part of the report. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


Included in the examination and audit were the ac- 
counts and records of the Board of Selectmen, Treasurer, 
Tax Collector and Town Clerk. The records of the 
Trustees of Trust Funds were not available at the time 
of audit. 


FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 
Comparative Balance Sheets: Dec. 31, 1950-Dec. 31, 1951: 
(Exhibit A) 


Comparative Balance Sheets as of December 31, 1950 
and December 31, 1951, are presented in Exhibit A. As 


shown therein the Surplus increased by $756.15 during 
1951. 


Analysis of Change in Financial Condition: (Exhibit B) 


An analysis of the change in financial condition of the 
Town during the year is made in Exhibit B, with the 
factors which caused the change indicated therein. 
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These were as follows:

Comparative statements of appropriations and expen- 
ditures, estimated and actual revenues for the fiscal year 
ended December 31, 1951, are presented in Exhibits C 
and D. As indicated by the budget summary (Exhibit 
D), a net revenue surplus of $493.78, plus a net unex- 
pended balance of appropriations of $238.75, resulted in 
a net budget surplus of $732.53. 


Summary of Receipts and Expenditures: (Exhibit E) 


A summary of receipts and expenditures for the fiscal 
year ended December 31, 1951, made up in accordance 
with the uniform classification of accounts, is included 
in Exhibit EK. Proof of the Treasurer’s balance, as of 
December 31, 1951, is indicated in Exhibit F. 


AUDIT PROCEDURE 


The accounts and records of all town officials charged 
with the custody, receipt and disbursement of public 
funds, with the exception of the trustees of trust funds, 
Were examined and audited. Vouchers and _ cancelled 
checks were compared with supporting invoices and pay- 
rolls as well as entries in the books of record. Receipts 
were checked by source insofar as possible and totals of 
receipts and expenditures verified. Book balances were

verified by comparison with reconciled bank balances 
made from statements obtained from depository banks. 
Verification of uncollected taxes was made by mailing 
notices to delinquent taxpayers as indicated by the Col- 
lector’s records. 


GENERAL COMMENTS 


Town Orders: 


It was noted that in most instances town orders con- 
tained the signature of only one member of the board 
of selectmen. All town orders should be signed by at 
least a majority (two members) of the board. 


Tax Collector’s Accounts: 


In our audit report last year we commented upon the 
Tax Collector’s records and accounting procedure, at 
the same time making four specific recommendations 
relative thereto. It was noted that the Collector during 
1951 had adopted most of the recommended procedures. 
The use of the standard form of Collector’s loose leaf 
columnar cash book should be adopted during the cur- 
rent year. This is an essential record which should be 
maintained by the Collector. 


Conclusion: 


The accounts of the town officials which we examined 
were found in good condition and the accounting and 
financial procedure, with exceptions as herein indicated, 
conformed to prescribed methods and procedure. 


The provisions of Section 31, Chapter 211, of the Laws 
of 1939, require that this. report or a summary ‘of its 


essential features shall be published in the next annual 
town report. 


We extend our thanks to the officials of the Town of 
Bridgewater for their assistance during the course of the 
audit.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


The past school year has been marked by the biggest ma- 
terial gains for a long time. Canaan has built and is now 
occupying a 10 room elementary school, Bristol’s memorial 
school is now nearing completion and several other mile- 
stones have been passed. Hebron completely rebuilt its 
school, adding a heating room and now has one of the best, 
if not the best, rural school in the state. Groton added au- 
tomatic oil to its school, Bridgewater completed the furnace 
room, insulated, and painted and the other towns did signi- 
ficant amounts of maintenance. A great deal of repair and 
maintenance work has been done in the past five years and 
systematic programing of work should be continued. This 
may be done in some districts on a lower per year cost but 
it is questionable economy over a period of years to do noth- 
ing and then try to “catch up” for the years past. This may 
work well only in case such work is done on the down 
swing of an economic cycle but the chances seem just as 
good that they might have to be done on the reverse swing 
with inflated prices. A moderate amount of money on a 
yearly basis should now keep most of our buildings in good 
repair. 


Our most successful workshop of the four was held this 
year on “Improving Reading”. The teachers through their 
own members organized this, secured the speakers, and in 
general planned and executed the whole thing, a very fine 
achievement. After experimenting with various times of 
the year the Labor Day week was selected and proved a 
fine choice. Efforts will be made in the future to hold work- 
shops during that week if possible. It is not a good week 
to obtain speakers but otherwise seems perfect. There will 
be no workshop next year since we all feel that we need a 
year to consolidate what gains we have made and to work 
continuously on reading and related problems. For once 
Union No. 4 seems to be in front of a modern swing in edu- 
cational circles back to more of the fundamentals. How- 
ever, we should not feel too elated over this since we are in 
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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT (Continued) 


the fore only because we’ve never had the time or money to 
be greatly concerned with educational frills and it may be 
more truthful to say that the parade has made the cycle and 
finds us on its return trip! In spite of all modern theories 
and practices if we can keep classes small enough and staff- 
ed well enough so that we do not lose sight of the individual 
child and do the best we can for him in school and out we 
will not err too much and our pupils will have a solid basic 
education. 


This “reporter” believes in trying to keep well informed 
and to keep others with whom he works well informed. To 
overlook the fact that we do not live by ourselves alone and 
that we are in a highly competitive society would be disas- 
trous to our children. Potentially excellent teachers, and 
even some of fine experience, are being drawn away from 
teaching by better paying positions either in the semi-skilled 
or skilled trades. Just one instance will show this. During 
the past week a representative of the federal government was 
in a high school looking for typists to start at over $2,700.00. 
We have 19 teachers, most of several years of experience, 
getting $2,300 or less!) A small chart showing comparative 
salaries for the current year follows:

Beginning teachers with degrees are being placed at $2,400 
or more and it is rumored that the asking price this year 


will be $2,500 or $2,600. 


The new State Aid distribution of funds made a good start 
towards reducing the spread in tax rates for education. It 
would have done more had the formula been covered with 
the necessary funds. How much it did to improve educa- 
tion would be a highly debatable point since in this area 
the money was used to reduce the tax levy. As long as 
great uncertainty continues to exist on formulas, amounts, 
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etc., it will be used in this respect. It would be naive to 
urge a couple of school districts to expand either its pro- 
gram or its plant promising that “state aid” would help pay 
the bill. This is being pointed out here merely to forestall 
critics who may ask to see the “improvements” made by 
these funds; in this area they reduced the tax rate. The tax 
rates would have been reduced still more had the $2,000,000 
been voted. Expressing it another way would be to say 
that failure to vote $2,000,000 increased the tax assessments 
and those who howl against sales or other new taxes are 
blind to the fact that the legislature did not save the tax 
payer money in refusing to vote the $2,000,000; it merely 
passed the educational tax bill back to the local property 
owner who directly paid more than he otherwise would. 
The next table shows the nine towns in this area and how 
they compare with one another and with the state average.

Several things should be noted in the above chart. 1) Ad- 


justed valuations vary from $6,421 per pupil in Danbury to 
$55,261 in Hebron. 2) Bristol has the highest school tax 
rate with $22.05 and Hebron the lowest with $7.18 with 
Bridgewater not far behind with $8.15. The state median 
of $19.99 should be noted here. 3) Alexandria and Orange

just miss qualifying for aid; they would qualify with a few 
more pupils provided the percentage of increase were greater 
than the average for the state. 4) The spread between the 
cost of the foundation program and the 17 mill share shows 
that Bristol would need many more resident pupils to qualify, 
that Groton, Hebron and Bridgewater will probably never 
qualify on this basis. These towns will receive aid from 
the state only when so-called general aid becomes available 
i. e., a blanket amount per pupil without using millage or 
anything else. 


Due to an increased number of pupils our transportation 
and tuition bills have changed considerably and another de- 
ficiency will be necessary. It is impossible and probably not 
desirable anyway, to build a budget anticipating such items. 
Accordingly a deficiency must be asked for when unusual 
circumstances so demand. We find in all schools today con- 
siderable shifting of pupils causing necessary changes in 
school affairs, most of which cost money. 


The playground has been materially and _ significantly 
changed during the past summer making possible new ac- 
tivities for the pupils. 


During the summer long delayed repairs on the furnace 
room, front steps, and painting were completed in addition 
to insulating the classroom ceiling. These repairs should 
soon pay for themselves in fuel savings. Those who worked 
on these projects should receive the thanks of all of us.
